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Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for reducing the activity of a neutotensin recetor, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for the treatment of schizophrenia, Parkinson's 
disease and Alzheimer's disease. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The specification fails to provide 
any evidence that the claimed method is effective in treating schizophrenia, Parkinson's 
disease and Alzheimer's disease. Due to the highly unpredictable nature of treating 
said diseases and many different underlying causes of said diseases, there is a good 
reason to doubt the effectiveness of the claimed method in treating said diseases 

Applicant's arguments filed May 20, 2004 have been considered but have not 
been found persuasive. 

The art submitted by applicant has been considered but has not been found 

Antonelli et al disclose on page 766 that "selective neurotensin antagonists in 
combination with conventional drugs treatments could provide a novel therapeutic 
approach for the treatment of neurodegenerative disorders, such as Parkinson's 
disease". The Antonelli et al article fails to show that selective antagonists alone are 
effective in treating Parkinson's disease. Binder et al disclose in the abstract that 
"Clinical studies in which cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) NT concentrations have been 
measured revealed a subset of schizophrenic patients with decreased CSF NT 
concentrations that are restored by effective antipsychotic drug treatment". It is clear 
from said article that not all schizophrenic patients have decreased CSF NT 
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concentrations and therefore would not be helped by administration of an inhibitor of 
human neurotensin receptor proteins expressed in HEK cell membranes. Further, none 
of the art submitted provides any data showing the effectiveness of a compound that 
inhibits human neurotensin receptor proteins expressed in Human Embryonic Kidney 
(HEK) cell membranes for the treatment of Alzheimer's disease.
